In pegard to fature alierationi little need be said. It ia not to 1>« supposed, a bcfurc intimated, that icience and taate hare yet accom- 
plished all that they are capable of accomplishing for church mnaic, and that aothin^ further can be done to enrich and purify it, and render it 
more capable of coaaiuieating cletntail njjojfimnt, and «f Mpimring ud neiUiig devont fwling . Hot oui h b« dwirvd by «i7 candid ud 
ntedng pmob, ffaat web inprefamenta, wfaea inuie, ihrndd not ht gitm to tlw |raib1b in liwdt* dofgrod ftir eomimm \tm. The pubKe hnm 
a claim to them ; and no hook whicli sliouIJ reject them could long continue to dcserTo or reccivo public patronagu. Stilf, thoee changee 
•hooM be iniroduc«fd in sach a mauniir at to oocaairm as little eubarraaameDt aa ponible. On tbic account it ia intended, that, for some time 
to ooma, fotsre editiona of this work, ehould thaj b* nllad tat, dtall raMira auch alterations only, aa ars iiBpe f W M ly demanded ; and that tbey 
eblD eo nearly correspond, as to admit of their bei^g and iggMber, without much inconrenience.

Nctrly one hundred melrical tunes have been tiiwoduced, prrtenting a great rariely in respect to style, and a large portkm 
nrcntltelv new tunri. These bare been selected iritb great cue, md it ia believed that nearly all olilieni are of such a character a* lopromotr 
the great deaign of psalmodji tod are well adapted to neon ita appnipriata elEwt- It woald liar« been «asy to hut gifM a larger portion of 
light umaie, end of imitative and fbge^g pieces ; but it waa aupipofled tint the geod aenae and inprased taale «f t]K poblio «mi1d be betiar 

aatisiied with those lanes, which, while thej have a sufficirnt flow of inclix]) to intrrefil and pteasp, are, at the same time, Eii'?i irrifl) chaste 
and dignified for public religioaa worabip. Several of the tunes newly introduced are in the chanting style. These wili be found well adapted 
ID paalms and hymns ofe didactic or proaats ehaiaeler, wbieli require (o be reeiled rather than to be aoog. 

3> HAAMONf. The editor bas aimr'rl <;o to a'lnpt the pnrU to vocal execution, as that they may be eaaily performed wiUtout ieatroBwnlal 
aeeoropantmeot ; while, at the same lin>c, it in btlicieJ ihu the organist will find a richer and IbUer bartnony in ihia, than in any preceding 
edition. C um Jinaiioni and progressions will occasionally bO fiNmd, which could hardly be juatiSed by rule* drawn from ihc works of Haydn 
and Mozart, but which are oommoo in the worlta of older writaia, and especiaUy in oitareb moaie.

Snob p^ea ea era pHne^Uy daaigned ibr prifele uae, and Ibr tboae who have made considerable proficiency ia 
teusic, hill ij btcn aeparatod from the common psalm and hymn tunes, and placed among the anthems and select piecea, Alt tba tODOa from 
page 25 to page 348 will be found, under various circumstaQccis, appropriftie to the purpoeea of public worahip. To a eonsidafable eitent, 
tunea in the same key, or in keys nearly related, hare been placed together. Thia will bo fimnd eonvenieui where choirs are accustomed 
ocouiooallj to chaago the tune, while going tbioagh with n bjwnt far the aako of aaanriiy maio appioprietanaea between the nuiaic, and tbe 
eentieMU, in ibe aavernl alUBaa. 

4. Anthems ash occakional pir.rr.s. Several of the longest, and prohablv the least useful of these, bare been omitted, ntn1 ihcjr places 
•applied with otbera which ate shorter, eaaier, and more applicable to tbe various circumstances of pnUie worship. Tiie chief object of this 
wwit ia (o fiirnUi ehufeh nraaie ftr eonmion naoi and h ia not,' iheroAnv, to be ospeoled that it ahooU ooalain a very great variety of antheme, 
choruses, and pieces soilable for mnaical exhibitions and concerts. A collection consisting of sacb piaoea, the J B and ei nnd Bojda Ooeial| hnM 
pteeented to ibe public in CJtoral Uvmmy, to wbieb individuaJa and choirs are reoommended.

It is obvious, faowcrcr, frnm the pru^'ressire nature of science aoJ tiste, in fMjMGt 
to BTuaie «a well ai other subjects, that this unifoiinitjr caa^ot be, and ought not to bo pcr|MMual. Within the last few jcars, much ttmiioa 
has bcca directed to the subject, and, as was to be «pwlad,grattimprafeiiMiitluobMiiniide.aolOBly in thoiouiitrofpe^ 
and bymn tunes, but also in their composilioo. 

Is it 10 bo mppoiwi tbat in psalmodjr, aeieiMO uhI tMo bafo ■ccomplished alt tbef cm SBOomplisb t tod ia it deaimblotbat all atteiit|ils M 
itnproTcmefit should be cheeked?
